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THE F. H. A. HOME LOM PROGRAM 

By ANTHONY P. GAWRONSKI, Director Federal Housing Administration

With the recent relaxation of credit controls has come an increased interest 
in the FHA program of home financing. To the end that all members of your 
association may become better acquainted with the FHA home loan program, 
I am setting forth some information concerning FHA mortgages. 

The FHA insurance of home loans was instituted in 1935 to promote home 
ownership and better housing. All evidence points to a conclusion that it has 
accomplished its objective. There are, however, some areas in Wisconsin where 
full advantage has not been taken of the opportunities offered under the FHA 
program of home loan insurance. I deem it a distinct privilege to be permitted 
through your publication to call to your attention the benefits of the FHA program. 

The benefits of the FHA program of insurance of home loans accrues to the 
community, the home owner, the investor in home mortgages, the real estate 
broker, and the home builder. What the FHA is particularly proud of is the fact 
that it is entirely self-sustaining with adequate reserves set up for the payment 
of possible losses. 

Benefits to Your Community 

Because FHA-insured loans on Wisconsin properties are eagerly sought by 
investors located throughout the United States, a local lending institution which 
does not have ready capital to invest in mortgages can originate the loan and 
then sell it to a permanent investor who may be located anywhere in the United 
States. The originating local lending institution receives its origination fee and also 
receives servicing fees which can be a profitable operation with a minimum risk. 

The sale of mortgages by a local lending institution to a permanent investor 
in another part of the country, where there is an excess of funds, brings new 
capital into your community. Additional capital is a distinct benefit to your 
community and adequate long-term financing for your real estate sales or 
developments is a direct benefit to you as a real estate broker. 

Opportunity for Real Estate Broker 

A pre-arranged mortgage can be a great assistance to a broker in negotiating 
a sale of a property he has listed for sale. As a special service and for the 
convenience of brokers and home owners, the FHA will place a value on a home 
and issue its commitment to insure a loan of a stated amount when and if a 
buyer is procured who can make the required down payment, has a good credit 
record, and has an income sufficient to make the monthly payments. 

The procedure is simple and inexpensive. To make an application only one 
copy of Form 2201 is filed by an approved lending institution accompanied by 
photographs of the property and a fee of $20.00. The application forms are in 
the hands of all approved lending institutions. (If you desire a sample form, 
contact your Association or this office — the form number is FHA 2201). Upon 
the receipt of an application from an approved lending institution, the property 
will be promptly appraised, and the lending institution will be informed as to the 
amount and terms of the mortgage. With information in your hands as to the 
amount and terms of the available mortgage, you will be in a position to speak 
with confidence to a prospective buyer. If your prospect has the necessary funds 
to make up the difference between the purchase price and the mortgage available, 
you then know you have a prospect worthy of further consideration; but if your 
prospect does not have the necessary funds to make up the difference, you can 
drop him immediately and use your valuable time in another direction. 


Buyer’s Attitude 

Most buyers are highly appreciative of the opportunity of financing the 
purchase of their home through the facilities of an FHA mortgage loan. The 
FHA mortgage is a long-term mortgage at a rate of interest attractive to both 
the owner and the lender. The usual FHA mortgage has a term of 20 years and 
where the cost to the owner is $12,000.00 or less, and the home was constructed 
under FHA inspections, the loan may be for a term of 25 years. 

Where the FHA has agreed to insure a loan on a particular property, the 
buyer feels assured that the property has the qualities which make it a safe 
investment for him. Most buyers are acquainted with the fact that if a home is 
acceptable to the FHA, it is basically sound and is in a location where the values 
of properties will remain constant. 

Being able to offer a buyer FHA mortgage financing gives you an advantage 
in bringing about a sale which other types of financing may not be able to give 
you and at the same time offering the buyer a sound mortgage plan. 

Sources of FHA Loans 

The principal holders of FHA mortgages are commercial banks, savings 
banks, insurance companies, and savings and loan associations. Banks and savings 
and loan associations usually originate their own loans, while insurance com- 
panies, and some banks, and New York savings banks purchase their mortgages 
from mortgage brokers, originating banks, and loan correspondents. Many insur- 
ance companies obtain loans through loan correspondents which they sponsor 
and through agents they appoint to represent them. Acting as a loan corre- 
spondent or agent for an FHA-approved lending institution can be a profitable 
adjunct to any real estate broker’s operations.

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WHY DO YOU WANT TO BUILD? 

By SOL. N. SELLMAN, Architect and Designer 


If you are going to take the trouble to build, it is probably because 
you want something which in every sense will be your own. Being 
your own, it must be created out of your own true desires. Don’t 
think of your house as an impersonal shelter of so-and-so many 
rooms, covered by the same ordinary face seen down the street. Why 
not “cut the pattern” of your house to fit the pattern of your life? 

Think of how you wish to live. Think of noise and quiet, of socia- 
bility and privacy, and of how your family requires space for each of 
these needs. Think of how much sun and light you want, and how 
much of a feeling of openness to the outside. Think of outdoor living 
and the most desirable amount of privacy from street and neighbors. 

The Question of Size: The difficulty with some small houses is that 
they are too small. Today in our search for a way to economize, we 
have created a house that is tight and growing tighter. Minimum 
space standards have become the “bible”. Ceilings are lowered, 
corridors narrowed, stairs made steeper. 

Since prices are still high, what alternatives do we have? We 
must be free to use every inch of space to greatest advantage, free to 
use new and more efficient materials and structural techniques, and 
free to create a feeling of spaciousness by modern design. 

Space for Living: Whatever your taste may be, whatever your way 
of life, we can all agree that each cubic inch of this home must 
contribute towards good living. 

To begin with, it is said that the kitchen should be the pleasantest 
room in the house. Instead, we’ve sacrificed space to equipment, 
convenience to meaningless “streamlining”, and cheer and ease to 
“false scientific” planning. 

Of course we don’t want to go back to Mama’s old-fashioned 
kitchen, but perhaps we can add some personality to the sterile 
background we have created. 


A kitchen is more than the sum of its gadgets. It should be large 
enough for at least two people to work in without tripping over each 
other . . . and is it too much to ask for space for eating which isn’t 
smack up against a blank wall? 

Hard smooth-surfaced materials are, of course, easy to clean, but 
it doesn’t mean that the entire kitchen must look like the inside of an 
ice-box! Can’t we achieve in contemporary terms something of the 
rich and warm human dignity which characterized Mama’s kitchen? 

Dining : Perhaps no other space in the house has suffered more in our 
area with a single purpose, with an importance created by the 
economy drive than that for dining. Surprisingly enough it is the 
only area with a single purpose, with an importance created by the 
hungry family. 

Since the small house is presumably servantless, it is necessary to 
keep a close relationship between cooking and dining. Let us see what 
possibilities are available in this planning. 

In some houses they are pleasantly arranged in all, so that the 
dining space becomes a part of both, yet the kitchen itself is dis- 
cretely screened from the living room and from the main entry. 

Perhaps the ideal solution is a separate dining room, usually de- 
signed, to serve also as a play room. More often it becomes part of the 
living room, separated by a folding partition. In either event, we see 
the furniture manufacturers anticipating this trend by providing 
dining furniture which is lighter, smaller, and more flexible. 

Living: Compared to living space, cooking and dining are relatively 
uncomplicated in their single purpose. During the entire life of the 
family, the requirements in dining will remain fairly constant. The

living space however changes with the needs of each member of the 
family and with the passing years. In this area, we must find the 
proper background for reading, writing, studying, recreation, social 
entertaining, and practically everything that young children think 
is really fun to do. Here is your opportunity to cut the pattern of 
your living space to fit your pattern of life. 

Take that very question of play and consider some of the ways in 
which it might be solved. Since small children need attention, and the 
mother or maid will be spending a great part of her time in the 
kitchen, it seems reasonable to provide space nearby. 

The child’s bedroom is a good possibility, but it is usually too 
small and too far from the kitchen to be an ideal arrangement for 
young children. Playroom and dining room are a possible combina- 
tion. However if you wish to dine in civilized fashion, the children 
must beware of the walls and furniture. 

One solution would be to expand the laundry end of the kitchen 
into a small playroom which opens to its own garden court for out- 
door play and clothes lines. At night or when the children are older, 
the room would find other uses. It could serve as a darkroom, a 
general workroom, or as a “teen-age parlor”. 

Bedrooms: Although a room of one’s own is the greatest luxury 
which the small house can offer, little advantage has been taken of 
that fact. Even in sensibly designed houses, the bedrooms are often 
too small, suited only to sleeping and dressing. If the choice were 
made clear, many people prefer a bed-sitting room where they could 
read, write, and work. Greater use of closet space will make the room 
seem larger, and proper window .planning will provide the oppor- 
tunity for some type of study area. 

If you are interested in a home cut to the pattern of your own 
living, then open your eyes, look around you, plan, and your house 
will be a “HOME”.

HOME FINANCING UNDER THE 
LOAN GUARANTY DIVISION 

VETERANS ADMINISTRATION — MILWAUKEE, WISCONSIN 

By GEORGE W. SAYLE, Loan Guaranty Officer 

The Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 1944, as amended, provides for the guarantying of 
loans made to eligible veterans by lenders to purchase or construct a home. Sixty percent of a 
loan for the purchase or construction of a home may be guaranteed up to a maximum of 
$7,500.00 provided the veteran has not previously used any of his guaranty benefits. These 
loans bear a maximum interest rate of 4% and the interest on the guaranteed portion is 
paid for the first year not to exceed $160.00. 

Any veteran who desires to secure a guaranteed loan for a home to be constructed for 
him is required to submit to the lender plans and specifications of the home to be erected 
on a lot 'he has tentatively selected. When the lender determines the plans and specifica- 
tions and the credit rating to be satisfactory, he forwards the required exhibits to the 
Regional Office of the Loan Guaranty Division, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The plans and specifi- 
cations are reviewed and approved as to meeting the Minimum Construction Requirements 
by the Appraisal and Construction Section of the Loan Guaranty Division. They are referred 
to a Fee Appraiser who determines the valuation of the construction on a designated lot. 
After a review of the Fee Appraisal Report and the specifications regarding the nature of 
the bearing soil, adequacy of the footings and foundations, structural framing and bracing, 
quality and dimension of materials, and arrangement of mechanical equipment for proper 
operation, a Certificate of Reasonable Valuel is issued to the lender. The lender then may 
proceed with the closing of the loan with the veteran and prepares the necessary papers 
to be submitted to the Loan Guaranty Division for the issuance of a Certificate of Commit- 
ment. The Builder is notified that he may proceed with the construction and the Loan 
Guaranty Division designates a Fee Compliance Inspector who reports periodically to the 
Veterans Administration and the Lender on the progress of the construction and the Builder's 
compliance with the Minimum Construction Requirements. These inspections are made at 
three stages of construction. First, completion of footings, foundation walls and before 
back-fill. Second, completion of the super-structure, partition arrangement, and roughing 
in of all mechanical work, such as, plumbing, heating, and electrical. Third, at the completion 
of the exterior and interior, walks, grading and landscaping. 

Upon satisfactory completion of the home, the Fee Compliance Inspector reports to the 
Veterans Administration the home has been constructed and meets the Minimum Construction 
Requirements. The Loan Guaranty Division issues the Certificate of Guaranty to the lender. 

The appraisal and compliance inspectional services inaugurated by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, in conjunction with the construction of a home with a loan guaranteed by the 
Veterans Administration, has definitely met its objective. It has accomplished the securing 
of a well constructed home for the veteran, established a better relationship between the 
Builder, veteran and lender and provides greater security to the Government for that portion 
of the loan that is guaranteed by the Veterans Administration. 

The following figures represent the accomplishment of the Loan Guaranty Program in 
Wisconsin from its inception in 1944 to July 25, 1952:
